NUTS FROM CHINA. 


A London Dealer's Experiment, 


At Tower Bridge Police Court on Mth 
inst, Messrs Brinkley und Co. were fined 
£5 and costs for solling to a costermonger 
n quantity of “* Kalaa” nuts, which were 
found to be unwholesome and unfit for 


fond, and the enting of which wade severa t 


children ill. 

The prosecutor handed to the magistrat © 
a scientific description of the suspected 
nuts in the form of an extract from the 
“Bulletin” of the Royal Horticultural 
Society, which showed that they grew in 
Central China on trees named ‘Aleurites 
Fordu,” and were used for producing oil 
which had poisonous properties. Brinkley 
said ho bought them, as an experiment, 
from the captain of a merchant vessel 
whom he did not know. 


NEWS FROM MANCHURLA. 


Undesirable Foreigners. 

A. correspondent of the “China Critic " 
writes from Mukden :—The Chinese officials 
bore are having a busy time with Hunghutze 
and other criminsls, end daily one to six 
are tried and executed as ‘an example to 
others.” These summary decapitations, 
however, do not scom to lessen erime as 
yet; though there is no doubt but that 
under the strict rewime established by 
HH. EK. Tong Shas-yi, the new city governor, 
both town and country aye being rapidly 
brought under better control, und will 
show the benefit later on. 

It is somewhat remarkable what a lot of 
Europenns are at present: knocking shout 
the diflerent parts of Manchuria ; generally 


in groupr of three or four and always 
armed. ‘They frighten the inhabitants of 
the smaller villages, avoid the large towns, 
and are generally credited with doing a bit 
of stealing and brigandage whenever and 
whereover the opportunity offers. Trayel- 
ling native hawkers and merchant caravans 
are especially afraid of these gentry, who 
have no visible means of existence, and do 
no work
